•particular case in spite o't Secretary 
Taift's declaration. Certain members 
of the committee favor dividing the 
vote arid seating ona-nalf of each del- 
egation. 


: Chicago, June 9—Serious attention 
is at last being 'given the colored man

'This is not because or what -has been 
done by the "allies," but rather in 
sjrfte oif them.

Biographical Sketch of Elizabeth Browning.* 


Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning, poetess, 


was born at Coshue Hall, Durham, Eng- 
land, in the year 1806. 


Little but the merest facts of her child- 


hood can be obtained save from her own 
letters to friends and to Mr. Browning, 
who became her adored and adoring hus- 
band and with whom she spent the hap- 
piest years of her life. Her father was 
a stern—almost despotic—man, Insisting 
npon the strictest obedience from ail in 
his household, and even after hit several 
children were grown to manhood and 
womaiinood they felt the restraining hand 
of the too-domineering father, whose word 
remained law In all things. If one of the 
children dared to assert the least Inde- 
pendence of action a strained feeling at 
once existed between the offender and 
Mr. Barrett, who would not tolerate op- 
position in one of his own. Owing to this 
trait of character on the part of the head
